The city of Romulus takes 
care of its own. 

If a Romulus senior citizen 
needs legal advice, a hot meal 
or just a chance to get away, 
officials try to accommodate. 

According to Marilyn Mas- 
ters of the Romulus Recreation 
Center, the city contributes 
more than $30,000 a year to the 
needs of senior citizens. Mas- 
ters provided a lengthy list of 
senior services and activities. 

First, there is a housing re- 
habilitation program which 
can be arranged through the 
city* Basically, it is a loan prog- 
ram for those who need home 
repairs. Romulus homeowners 
of low or moderate income are 
eligible for the program, but it 
is used mainly by seniors, said 
Masters. 

A homestead property tax 
credit provided by the state is 
strictly for seniors. The city 
treasurer will complete the 
form for applicants. 

Seniors pay only half the cost 
of dog licenses and other fee 
discounts are also available, 

“We also deliver hot lunches 
to the homebound," said Mas- 
ters* This program, which 
serves about 20 seniors, is fi- 
nanced by the city. Masters 
said. 

Homebound seniors can re- 
ceive a friendly telephone call 
every day through the Telecare 
Service. To arrange for that 
service seniors can call 942- 
6852. 

The recreation center is the 
site of many programs and 
activities. 

Once a month at the recrea- 
tion center, seniors are tested 
for high blood pressure at no 
cost to them . Health screenings 
are staged the first Monday of 
the month from 1 to 3 p.m* 

Center programs also in- 
clude classes, employment 
counselors, and guest speakers 
such as one who provides legal 
advice for seniors. 


Regulars at the center often 
go on trips, ranging from a day 
at the mall to four days in Nash- 
ville. 

Examples of extended senior 
trips include tours of the Toledo 
Zoo, Niagara Falls, Sea World, 
the Michigan Thumb area and 
mystery trips. 

Day trips include a monthly 
night out at a “dress-up" res- 
taurant, said Masters. 

She said the outings give 
seniors a chance to relax and 
spend time with friends and re- 
latives. 

Masters believes the needs of 
senior citizens in Romulus are 
fully met through the prog- 
rams, activities and through 
the generosity of the people. 

“Our mayor's door is always 
open to seniors," said Masters. 
“I think our city bends over 
backwards to help its seniors. " 

During a ceramics class at 
the recreation center Monday, 
some seniors gave their opin- 
ions of the treatment they re- 
ceive from the city. 

“I think they offer quite a lot 
as it is," said Corrine Vuko- 
vich, who is also active in knit- 
ting, crocheting and craft 
classes. 

Georgia Bickford said she is 
pleased with the transportation 
provided for organized events. 
“It's the only one I know of that 
picks you up," she said. “My 
friends in Wyandotte don't 
have a van/ 1 

Edith Godwin also likes the 
organized outings but feels 
seniors need more help with 
transportation. “Seniors could 
use more grocery store trips," 
she said. Godwin explained 
that seniors are often taken to 
the mall but they still need ac- 
cess to grocery stores and 
pharmacies. 

Julia Holstine agreed that 
transportation can be a prob- 
lem and said the bus service for 
the area offers a connector to 
some destinations but it will not 
provide a return trip.

New city-owned 
golf course is 
eyed by council

A city-owned golf course be- 
came a possibility Monday 
night when Romulus city coun- 
cil members approved the 
issue of requests for proposals 
to study such a venture. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally re- 
quested the approval explain- 
ing that an existing privately 
owned course, Shady Hollow, 
may be converted to other uses 
in the next year or two. 

'‘We feel the community 
would be deprived of a facility 
it enjoys very much,” said 
McAnally, 

Although a golf course would 
be a long-term goal, she said 
planning should begin now and 
the city should determine the 
cost of a feasibility study. 

Romulus owns 200 acres of 
land which could be used, said 
Dennis Oakes, director of com- 
munity development. A portion 
of the land under consideration 
was once a landfill, he said. 

Board members, agreeing 
with McAnally* said a golf 


course would not only be popu- 
lar with residents* but ex- 
tremely profitable for the city. 

Noah Bergeron stated that 
there is quite a market for golf 
courses, and even if the current 
facility remains a city-owned 
course would be successful. 

Bergeron added that a golf 
course could be the key to 
attracting prime residential 
development to Romulus, a top 
goal of city officials. 

“I think all in all it would be 
good for the city," agreed 
board member Ellis Pen- 
nington. 

A concern of the board was 
whether a golf course should be 
considered before completion 
of plans for a new community 
recreation center. 

“I think we have some grea- 
ter priorities," said board 
member Jimmie Raspberry. 
He added that a golf course 
would be seasonal and would 
require maintenance. 

Cross-country skiing and 
other winter sports were re- 
commended as alternative off- 
season uses for a golf course. 


Community-center plan 
continually developing

Plans for a Romulus com- 
munity center continue to roll 
forward* 

A recreation complex com- 
mittee has been meeting once a 
month for four months, accord- 
ing to committee member De- 
bbie Dick. Dick is also director 
of the current Romulus recrea- 
tion center. 

She said 60 to 70 Romulus re- 
sidents expressed interest in a 
community center prior to the 
first meeting and many have 
become active with the com- 
mittee or have offered sugges- 
tions. 

Active committee members 
include regulars at the current 
recreation center, employees 
of the center and parents, Dick 
said. “Many individuals have 
indicated they're interested in 
this," she said. 

At this point the committee is 
planning a community center 
with two sections. The first 
would contain a running track, 
a gym, walley ball and racquet- 
ball courts and a weight room. 

The other section would con- 
sist of rooms available for rent 
for special events such as wed- 
ding showers. 

During the last committee 
meeting October 17, repre- 
sentatives from the architectu- 
ral firm of Coquillard, Dundon, 
Peterson & Argenta presented 
a proposal for a 49,000-square- 
foot building. The building 
would be located in the city hall 
area and would cost aprox- 
imately $5 million, Dick said. 

“We want something every- 
body can be proud of," she 
said. 

During the next meeting 
Nov. 21, committee members 
will attempt to establish a 
timetable for the project* Dick 
said. 

The proposed community 
center is actually a joint ven- 
ture between the city and 
school district. However, the 
degree to which the schools can 
participate depends on the out- 
come of the millage proposals 
for the district.

The deadline for approval of 
the Wayne County budget has 
expired, but county officials 
have yet to finalize the finan- 
cial plan. 

Commissioners are required 
by charter to approve a budget 
30 days before the end of the 
current fiscal year. The fiscal 
year ends Nov. 30. The deadline 
was Nov. 1. 

Missing the deadline, 
according to Barb Rickart, 


spokeswoman for County Ex- 
ecutive Edward McNamara, 
causes no real problem for the 
county. 

‘There are no official reper- 
cussions for missing the dead- 
line/’ Rickart said, "There is 
some leeway.” 

Because the current budget 
remains in effect until Nov. 30, 
county bills will not go unpaid. 

Rickart said she doesn’t re- 
member a year when the 
budget was passed before the 
deadline. 

Talks between members of 


the county Ways and Means 
Committee and the various 
county departments have been 
staged for the past month to 
discuss the budget proposed by 
McNamara, 

The budget proposed last 
month is a more-than $240 mil- 
lion financial plan. 

Once complete, the budget 
will be considered by members 
of the county Board of Commis- 
sioners, Approval of the plan, 
however, could be as late as 
Nov. 26,

Leaf-burning ban 
proposed by state 

A resolution which encour- 
ages residents and officials of 
municipalities to ban the open 
burning of leaves has been 
adopted by the Michigan Air 
Pollution Control Commission. 

The resolution was adopted in 
response to public concerns, 
MAPLCC members said. Leaf 
burning causes air pollution in 
the form of particulates, carbon 
monoxide and various hydro- 
carbons and can cause respira- 
tory problems, officials said. 

The resolution urges com- 
munities to support and imple- 
ment an environmentally safe 
method of leaf disposal, such as 
composting. The composting of 
leaves is a solid- waste manage- 
ment technique which produces 
a valuable humus product with 
little adverse effect on the en- 
vironment, according to the 
MAPCC.

Campaign 
sign laws 
are varied

Sign, sign, everywhere a 
sign. 

It was a song in the 60s and 
the lyrics address an epidemic 
which seems to intensify dur- 
ing an election year. 

In an effort to curb a prolif- 
eration of political signs, va- 
rious communities within west- 
ern Wayne County have 
enacted ordinances to regulate 
their use. 

Following is a list of each 
community and its current 
laws regarding the posting of 
political signs: 

•Belleville: Requires candi- 
dates to register (no fee) prior to 
putting up a sign. Signs no lar- 
ger than four-by-eight-feet may 
be posted on private property 
with the consent of the 
property owner. Signs are 
allowed in industrial and busi- 
ness areas, but must be 
smaller. 

•Canton Township: Requires 
that signs may not exceed one 
sign per candidate within a six- 
square-foot area* Signs are per- 
mitted on all occupied lots 
with the permission of the prop- 
erty owner. Signs must be re- 
moved within two days follow- 
ing the election. 

•Romulus: Signs are not per- 
mitted on public property or 
right-of-ways* Signs may not be 
posted on trees or utility poles. 
Signs may be posted on private 
property with the per- 
mission of the property owner. 
There is no size limit. Signs are 
generally removed within 
three days following the elec- 
tion, 

•Wayne: No political sign or 
signs relating to ballot issues 
are permitted in the city, 

•Westland: Signs may be 
erected on private property 
with the owner’s permission. 
Signs must be removed within 
14 days following the election. 
No signs are allowed over 32- 
square-feet in area or eight feet 
in length. Signs may not im- 
pinge on a public right-of-way 
or obstruct traffic.

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Armed robber 
strikes motel 

A clerk at the Budge tel Inn on 
Wickham was robbed at gun- 
point Sunday night. 

At 8:35 p.m. two men entered 
the motel, pulled a gun on the 
clerk and demanded she put the 
cash drawer on the counter . She 
was then instructed to lie on the 
floor until the two men left, No 
gunshots were fired, said a 
Romulus police official.

Maintenance tough 
for police 

Two engine blocks for Romu- 
lus police cars have been re- 
placed by the city since May due 
to constant road use. 

Since the first replacement 
for $2,100 in May, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works has been 
supplying the police depart- 
ment with cases of oil. Officers 
were expected to check the oil in 
their assigned cars at the begin- 
ning of each shift. 

However, another vehicle ran 
out of oil while on the road in 
September, and the engine was 
damaged beyond repair. Again, 
$2,100 will be spent to make the 
car driveable. The expense will 
be paid out of the Motor Vehicle 
Fund, Repair and Maintenance 
Account. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said the problem arises from 24- 
hour usage of police cars. Now 
extra cars are available to 
alleviate excess wear and tear. 
Oil checks at the beginning of 
each shift will be mandatory, 
she added. 

Romulus man 
teaches safety 

A Romulus man was elected 
to the executive board of the 
Southeastern Michigan Coali- 
tion of Occupational Safety and 
Health. 

Terry Labowitch said he has 
been interested in the issues the 
coalition addresses for years 
and has been active in helping 
the group. 

Labowitch said his interest 
stems from his career as a 
journeyman wireman. His work 
takes him to so many settings 
for short time periods that he is 
often unaware of the everyday 
dangers at new job sites. 

Examples of coalition con- 
cerns are asbestos at the work- 
site and the dangers of radiation 
from video display terminals, 
Labowitch said.

City audit: Financial books

The City of Romulus remains 
above water financially, but 
just barely, according to a re- 
cently released audit report 
covering the past fiscal year. 
An explanation of the report 
was provided to city council 
members Monday evening dur- 
ing a study session with repre- 
sentatives from Rehmann & 
Robson, the corporation that 
produced the report. 

While the general fund re- 
mains in balance, special funds 


for sewer, water and sanitation 
fall short of expenditures in 
these areas. 

The general fund was the 
first topic discussed. The re- 
port lists $2,842,522 us the total 
fund balance for the year after 
$550,569 in liabilities were re- 
moved. 

After taking reserved funds 
into consideration such as the 
$2,368,401 designated for future 
years, the auditors estimated 
approximately $10,000 Is 
actually available from the 
general fund* 

Total revenues for the period 


are listed as $7,161,342, while 
total expenditures amount to 
$9,033,699. Those figures trans- 
late to a $1 ,872,357 deficiency of 

funds. 

Ultimately, the fund balance 
for the end of the year amounts 
to $984,514, the report con- 
cludes. 

Although the audit reveals 
the general fund is not in de- 
ficit, council members fear a 
deficit could occur if some un- 
planned expenditure arose. 

“We're operating very close 
to the bone," admitted Mayor 
Beverly McAnally, She antici-

AH commercial and indust- 
rial property in Romulus faces 
reassessment within the next 
year. - 

A contract between the city 
and Certified Appraisers, Inc.

nal, inspection. The company 
will also consider factors such 
as land use restrictions, char- 
acter of neighborhood and 
comparable sales. A “report 
card” on each appraised piece 
of property will be issued 

“The city does not have per- 
sonnel or resources to do this,” 
Mathew Raftary, city assessor, 
told council members. 

The last commercial/ indust- 
rial assessment of the city was 
performed in 1975, according to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. An 
assessment of the entire city 
must be redone every eight 
years by law, she added. 


“We have been actively in- 
volved in reassessment since 
1983,” McAnally said. The pro- 
cedure is being done in stages, 
she said. The next stage after 
appraising commercial/in- 
dustrial property is residential 
property assessment* 

After the commercial/in- 
dustrial assessments are com- 
pleted, the results will be pre- 
sented to taxpayers in an infor- 
mal review. The review will be 
staged in December 1989. 

McAnally said she would be 
pleased if the assessment 
showed current property value 
listings are accurate. “It would 
mean weTe doing our job," she 
said.

Unlike the general fund, spe- 
cial revenue funds for sanita- 
tion, the tax increment finance 
authority district (T1FA> and 
sewer and water do face de- 
ficits. 

Increased contractor costs 
and difficulty estimating 
dumpster charges were blamed 
for the sanitation fund deficit of 
$43,593. 

The $2,255,550 deficit of the 


sewer and water funds may be 
somewhat alleviated once the 
city determines the sou nee of an 
untapped water loss, board 
members said. 

Auditors concluded their re- 
port with recommendations. 
One suggestion was to sub- 
stantiate funds which have re- 
mained in an escrow account 
since 1976, The funds, $356,000, 
are from the sale of land. 

Auditors also suggested that 
city officials investigate undis- 
tributed taxes which have re- 
mained in a special account. 


2nd senior housing plan 
is approved by council

For the second time in a 
three-week period, Romulus 
City Council members gave 
their OK to the construction of 
a senior citizen housing project 
in the city. 

Council members Monday 
approved an agreement with 
the joint-venture firm of Rod- 
ney Lockwood & Company and 
Housing & Finance Associated 
to develop senior housing on a 
city-owned plot of land on Van 
Bom Road 

Planned is a 150-unit com- 
plex consisting of a three-story 
building containing 122 apart- 
ments along with 28 townhouse 
cottages* Occupancy will be li- 
mited to those aged 55 or older 
or couples with at least one per- 
son in that age group. 

Services provided at the 
complex will include trans- 
portation services, social acti- 
vities, meals and house- 
keeping. 

When presenting the project 
to council members, Commun- 
ity Development Director De- 
nnis Oakes called it the “result 


of our success in attracting 
senior development in the 
city.” 

The Van Bom project is the 
second part of a two-pronged 
city effort to increase senior 
housing. The first action of the 
city was to secure approval of 
the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) for the subsidiza- 
tion of a 65-unit senior housing 
project on Wayne Road. 

The second part of the effort, 
according to Oakes, has been to 
attract a “private for-profit” 
developer to construct senior 
housing on the 16-acre f city- 
owned parcel of land on Van 
Bom Road* 

This project will also be sub- 
sidized* The city expects the 
Michigan State Housing De- 
velopment Authority (MSHDA) 
to subsidize 20 percent of the 
units with rents based on in- 
come. 

Construction is slated to be- 
gin within 13 months and be 
completed within five years* 

Additional facilities planned 
for the complex include a mini- 
medical clinic, a health spa and 
a convenience store for resi- 
dents. 


Residential-building ‘boom’ 
is 1 st increase in 1 0 years

For the first time in 10 years 
Romulus has seen an increase 
in construction of single-family 
homes, said Dennis Oakes, 
director of community de- 
velopment for the city* 

A report detailing all 1988 
Romulus construction through 
October lists 43 new single- 
family homes* 

That number is high for the 
area, said Oakes, adding that 
more peopie are building 
homes in Romulus than leaving 
them, for the first time in a de- 
cade. 

Although Oakes is unsure of 
the reason for a sudden in- 
crease of single-family homes 
in Romulus this year, he is con- 
fident the trend will continue 
into the next year. 

Of the 43 new homes (approx- 
imately 57,000 square feet of 
contruction), Byrne Benson 
Homes, Inc. was the builder for 
26. 

“Byrne Benson has found a 
market here," Oakes said. 


“It's been an untapped market 
for a number of years.” 

Oakes added that industrial 
and commercial construction 
in Romulus has also been high 
this year. The report lists 57 
construction projects for 
Romulus businesses and fac- 
tories. Of those listings, 33 were 
for renovations or additions. 

Oakes said he is pleased with 
the construction, calling it a 
good sign for Romulus* He 
attributes the industrial 
growth to an improved eco- 
nomy and the growth of the De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport in 
recent years. The recent addi- 
tion of major car suppliers also 
tends to attract additional 
growth. 

Oakes hopes to see more di- 
verse development in Romulus 
in the future. He would like to 
see more retail development, 
but realizes the difficulty in 
attracting that type of develop- 
ment. 

4 * Developers go where others 
have established a market. It’s 
hard to convince others there*s 
money to be made,” he said.

Cooperation is urged 
among state educators

Donald Bemis, superinten- 
dent of public instruction for 
the state of Michigan, has some 
strong words for educators: 
cooperate. 

Bemis addressed more than 
100 elementary and secondary 
school teachers, college offi- 
cials and administrators from 
southeastern Michigan Mon- 
day, at an educator's confer- 
ence conducted at the Airport 
Hilton in Romulus. 

State officials and experts on 
federal policy also addressed 
those attending the conference, 
which was sponsored by U.S. 
Rep, William Ford (D-Taylor) 
and U.S. Rep. John DingeH (D- 
Trenton). 

"We need a new spirit of 
cooperation, 11 said Bemis, who 
expressed his concern about 
school funding and tax re- 
forms. "The nine million peo- 
ple of Michigan are non- 
segmented individuals. The 
education 'fix 1 is not going to 
take if they don't have proper 
services. 

“Most people don't make it 
by pulling themselves up by 
their bootstraps. They make it 
by helping each other. Until we 
say, l we're interested in doing 
things on a regional level,' 
we're not going to make it/' 

Bemis cited statistics which 
show 244,000 illiterate adults 
live in western Wayne County. 
He said measures to reduce illi- 
teracy can not be corrected in- 
dividually by each district, but 
must be tackled on a broader 
level. 

Bemis cited proactive mea- 


sures which the State of Michi- 
gan Board of Education hopes 
to implement within the next 
few years.

• School improvement pro- 
cess; 

• Preschool programs; 

• Technical- and vocational- 
education projects between high 
schools and community colleges ;

In addition to learning how to 
operate the firefighting equip- 
ment, the trainees are in- 
structed in arson investigation, 
rescue work and the identifica- 
tion of hazardous materials.

Savage casts votes for the next president

Voters in the "city of Sav- 
age” cast their ballots for the 
presidential candidates of their 
choice yesterday. 

The election, conducted in 
the Savage Road Elementary 
School, followed a month-long 
study of the election process by 
pupils from kindergarten 
through fifth grades, according 
to Principal Clyde Stapleton. 
Each class studied the various 
aspects of the election process, 
and students campaigned for 
their favorite candidates dur- 
ing a pre-election rally. 

"School voting results have 
been a good indication of the 
area election results," Staple- 
ton said, "We usually find that 
the students reflect the same 
choices that their parents 
make in the general election," 

Stapleton said the election 
was first planned for the day 
before the election, but post- 
poned until Tuesday so that re- 
sults of the students* unofficial 
vote would not have an effect 
on the general election polling. 

The school population was di- 
vided into three precincts: kin- 
dergarten through second 
grade, Precinct One; third and 
fourth grades. Precinct Two, 
and fourth and fifth grades, 
Precinct Three. During the 
month prior to the election, stu- 
dents were registered to vote, 
and studied the registration 
process. Voter registration 
cards were completed and the 
names of all of the registered 


voters were listed in each pre- 
cinct book. 

"All of the classes are parti- 
cipating/* said Stapleton. 
"Scouts presented the colors at 
the assembly, the art deport- 
ment made political buttons 
and huts, and the music depart- 
ment led the students in patrio- 
tic songs during the assembly. 

Van Ruren Township Clerk 
Delphine Dudiek and Deputy 
Clerk Joann Tadrick visted the 
school to answer questions ab- 
out the election and to describe 
the role of the clerk in the elec- 
tion. 

Dudiek said she was quizzed 
about the presidential candi- 
dates and their parties, and 
also whether or not the candi- 
dates would vote for them- 
selves. 

"I told the students that, if 
they each thought they were 
the best qualified candidate for 
the office - and their decision to 
run for the office proved that - 
then they would vote for them- 
selves," Dudiek said, "Be- 
cause of all of the media cover- 
age, the candidates seem so 
close to the students that we 
were asked whether Bush and 
Dukakis would be at the 
township polling places. We 
had to explain that the candi- 
date could not actually be pre- 
sent at the thousands of polling 
places across the country. 

Second-graders Cassandra 
Doring - wearing a Bush hat * 
and Shaun Smith -wearing a 
Dukakis cap - announced their 
choices were made because 
they "liked the candidates." 


Fifth-grader Anthony Fitzsim- 
mons, waving a Bush cam- 
paign sign, called his candi- 
date, "the best man for the 
Job." 

A Monday morning assem- 
bly featured speeches by 10 
fifth-graders - five supporting 
Republican candidate George 
Bush and five supporting 
Democratic candidate Dukakis 

Bush supporter Leland Jor- 
dan sided with the candidate’s 
stand on the SDI program, stat- 
ing that ways can be found to 
fund the program. On the other 
hand, Dukakis supporter Dar- 
rin Dau called for less defense 
spending. 

Bush supporter Kelley 
Heninghurg urged the students 
to vote for Bush "for a better 
America," while Dukakis sup- 
porter Joe Courage said his 
candidate would "take a little 
bit of defense money" for other 
programs. 

Siding with Bush on environ- 
mental issues, Amanda Wilke 
urged recycling and resource 
recovery.

Belleville students solve problems of the world

The world is running low on 
energy options and population 
growth is, getting out of hand. 

These are issues being dis- 
cussed by the Belleville High 
School Future Problem Solvers, 
a team of four individuals 
trained in dealing with tragic 
situations. 

The team is coached by 
Sarah Boelter and led by staff 
senior analysts Amy Lunde 


and Mary Shell and junior 
analysts Tom Neuhart and 
Melissa Zajic. The team objec- 
tive is to define a given prob- 
lem with 100 solutions. 

"This program is designed to 
stimulate critical thinking in 
the mind. They are given a fuz- 
zy situation and the students 
think about what would happen 
in the future," Boelter said, 
"Students take five steps to fi- 
gure out their situation by pro- 
jecting into the future and 
thinking qf solutions." 


Students research a given 
subject and then present 100 
suggestions for solving that 
problem. 

"They brainstorm possible 
solutions and work from there. 
They work as a team and use 
me as a coach," Boelter said. 

The team competes on occa- 
sion and will be judged by a 
group of advisors from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 

"Last year, our team came 
in third, fifth and sixth places 
in the events. This year, we 


have just the four team mem- 
bers and two of them are re- 
peats from last year/ 1 she said. 

One student on the team, 
Melissa Zajik, said the team 
has been an excellent learning 
experience, 

"I think it's really interest- 
ing. Right now we’re working 
on the topic of energy and you 
learn so much in an activity 
like this," said Zajik, a first- 
year team member. "We have 
to think of 100 solutions to a 
situation that arises and we 


learn a lot because of the re- 
search." 

Currently, the students are 
preparing themselves for their 
first competition on the topic of 
energy. Two hours will be 
granted to complete the prob- 
lem, but without help from 
Boelter. 

"They've had a lot of re- 
search to do and should do well 
in the competition. They'll be 
there without their coach, but 
they know what the problems 
are and have been preparing,**

Forum urges nationwide waste-disposal plan

Failure to establish a nation- 
wide waste disposal policy 
could result in interstate 
“waste wars," according to a 
U.S. House of Representatives 
Energy and Commerce Com- 
mittee staff member. 

Speaking at the Nov, 1 Muni- 
- pa i Officials Conference, 
portsored by Congressmen 
William Ford (D-Wayne) and 
John Dingell (D-Westland), 
Jack Clough pointed out that 
serious problems will arise as 
municipalities increasingly 
look beyond their borders for 
waste sites as landfill capacity 
shrinks. 

Clough noted that, if uniform 
laws on hazardous wastes are 
not adopted, individual states 
will pass meastires to ban the 
shipping of wastes into their 
areas, and conflicts will result 
as waste generators seek to 
deal with the restrictive laws. 
It is predictable, Clough 
said, that the crisis will esca- 
late as landfill capacity goes 
down and the cost of waste dis- 
posal goes up. 

"Next year, Congress will be 
dealing with the hazardous 
waste and municipal waste 


issues/’ Clough said. “They 
can come up with schemes, but 
we sincerely need the input of 
the people who are dealing with 
the problems - the people who 
are facing the major prob- 
lems." 

Barbara Lambert, manager 
of the U S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency Waste Manage- 
ment Division, told the muni- 
cipal officials that awareness 
of the solid waste disposal cri- 
sis became highlighted during 
the “barge incident" last year. 

The garbage-laden barge, 
which originated in New York, 
sailed from port to port along 
the eastern coast and also to 
several countries before a site 
was found to accept the solid 
waste cargo. 

Lambert said an integrated 
method of waste disposal - 
source reduction, recycling, in- 
cinerators and landfills - is 
needed to solve the prblem. 

*‘We need to promote 
methods of source reduction 
through education," Lambert 
said. "We need to tell the chil- 
dren in the schools about re- 
cycling, and they'll tell their 
parents what is wrong.” 

Robert LaMere of the state 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources reminded the audience 


of the “wasteful” nature of the 
state residents. 

“In 1978 we generated 26,000 
tons of waste per day, and in 
1986 we generated 32,000 tons of 
wastes per day - 11.8 million 
tons per year,” LaMere said. 

LaMere also believes the key 
to waste reduction and in- 
creased reycling is in educa- 
tion to turn around the “throw- 
away, out-of-sight, out-of- 
mind” mentality of society. 

“We have to develop (solid 
waste crisis awareness) mate- 
rial for the schools,” LaMere 
said. “In addition, we need to 
increase the buying of recycled 
products. Recycling is not com- 
plete until the recycled goods 
are back in use.” 

Dr, Howard Levenson, pro- 
ject director for the Office of 
Technology Assessment, sees 
three principal messages in the 
current solid waste situation - 
“problems exist, but also solu- 
tions, there is a need to utilize 
all options and there needs to 
be input from the local level.” 

Levenson said the “not in my 
backyard” attitude about land- 
fills has resulted from the lack 
of public confidence in man- 
agement capabilities and a 
lack of local input during the 
Siting process. In addition, he

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said, little effort has been made 
to recycle or seek viable 
alternatives to the landfills, 

“Landfills are declining and 
costs are skyrocketing/ 1 
Levenson said. “Eighty per- 
cent of existing capacity will be 
eliminated in the next 25 
years.” 

Levenson said there are 
three solutions - the expansion 
of existing landfills and siting 
of new ones, source reduction 
before the wastes enter the 
main stream and the increased 
used of incinerators and 
reycling. 

However, Levenson said, the 
reduction of waste by 20 per- 
cent will result only in “a hold- 
ing pattern” by 2000, and 
“there will still be some 155 
million tons of solid waste to do 
something with.” 

“We must rely on incinera- 
tion,” Levenson said. “It is 
attractive because it relies on 
the same system.” 

He said the newest inciner- 
ators can reduce hazards, but 
emphasis must then go into ash 
management - a costly mea- 
sure.

Commuter bus service future troubled

The Nankin Transit Commis- 
sion, providing bus service to 
five local communities, is seek- 
ing to reorganize as an author- 
ity, allowing NTC officials to 
raise badly needed funds* 

Serving Garden City, Inks- 
ter, Wayne, Westland and Can- 
ton Township, the transporta- 
tion service operates 12 SEM- 
TA connector buses from its 
headquarters in Westland* 

The service has been in op- 
eration since 1976, but faces be- 
coming non-operational be- 
cause of recent funding prob- 
lems. 

“SEMTA has been unable to 
provide adequate funding for 
either its own large bus service 
or NTC’s small bus system/* 
said Glen Shaw, NTC consul- 
tant. ‘'Cutbacks in both areas 
of service have been forced by 
the lack of funding. As a result, 
ridership service which was in 
excess of 16,000 riders per 
month has fallen below 9,000 
per month in the small bus 
system.” 

Nankin receives all of its 
funding from SEMTA and a 
proportionate share from each 
of the five communities which 
it serves* 

The bus service will continue 
until July 1, 1989, thanks to a 
one-time grant from the state 
of Michigan for $114,000. After 
that, it's anybody’s guess what 
might happen. 

Public Act 196 of 1986 would 
allow NTC to reorganize as the 
Nankin Transit Authority, 
according to Shaw, providing 
an alternative, and more 
stable, source of funding is unc- 
overed. 

” While the NTA would main- 
tain a contractual relationship 
with SEMTA, consist of the 
same governing body and oper- 
ate in the same area as it does 
currently, the NTA would be 
authorized to seek approval of 
a millage to acquire the funds 
needed to operate an effective 
small bus system,” Shaw said. 

In order to form the author- 
ity, NTC must have the approv- 
al of all five member communi-

Although it has been the 
slowest growth area for the 
Southeast Michigan Trans- 
portation Authority (SEMTA), 
western Wayne County has 
been the scene of a 1.5 percent 
increase in ridership this year, 
according to John Sajovec, 
director of service develop- 
ment and scheduling. 

Overall, he said, ridership in 
Western Wayne County has al- 
ways been fairly high, but he 
has never noticed a drastic up- 
ward movement* 

Some of the busier area 
routes are in Inkster along 
Michigan Avenue and in West- 
land, Last year Sunday service 
was established in Westland 
for the first time to accommo- 
date Westland Center em- 
ployees. 

Sajovec claims the in- 
creased ridership in Western 
Wayne County is part of an 
overall trend for SEMTA this 


local buses 

year due to improved bus ser- 
vice. 

Commuters from the sub- 
urbs to downtown Detroit re- 
main the largest source of rid- 
ers for the bus line, but now 
SEMTA is trying to meet the 
demand for routes in other 
areas, Sajovec said* 

An example of this attempt is 
a new route on Middlebelt Road 
from Farmington Hills to De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport. The 
route was added in January and 
serves airport employees, 
according to Renee Monforton, 
company spokeswomen. 

Sajovec does not foresee 
further route development in 
the near future for Western 
Wayne County. He blames lack 
of money* 

"I think we could car*y more 
if we had the resources,” 

He believes that ridership 
rates in Western Wayne County 
will eventually increase when 
demand and additional funds 
allow for further route develop* 
ment.

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Political-sign ban 
is bad sign for all 

Ironic, isn't it, that the same public officials who are debat- 
ing tl\e merits of a political-sign ban in the city of Wayne are 
the sole benefactors of these perennial adornments of the 
front yard. 

Its also ironic that this issue of political signs has become 
the subject of controversy, since the freedom of speech was, 
we thought, debated and clearly established as the comer - 
stone of this land. 

City of Wayne officials are wasting valuable time and 
money defending a city ordinance that, we believe, is clearly 
uncons titutiona l . 

Wayne resident Rose Mary Miller learned firsthand the 
injustices of such an ordinance when she placed a sign on her 
front lawn last month, promoting one of the presidential 
campaigns. She was told by city officials that she had 10 days 
to remove the cardboard billboard or face a fine. 

She had already been warned of the local ordinance which 
prohibits any Apolitical sign announcing the candidacy of a 
person running for public office or an issue to be voted upon 
at an election (to) be erected in the city. 1 ' She also had re- 
moved the political signs at such warnings in the past. 

This time, citing the First Amendment, Miller planted the 
sign firmly into the lawn and allowed her intentions to fight 
the city ordinance to become deeply rooted in her heart. She 
was joined in the fight by the American Civil Liberties Union 
and hundreds of others, via the national and local media. 

We laud Miller’s stamina and support the defense argued 
by the ACLU. First Amendment protection of religion, 
speech, the press and the right of the people to peaceably 
assemble must be protected at all costs. 

Wayne city officials have suspended enforcement ol me 
political-sign ban, while they await an opinion from the 
Michigan attorney general’s office on the legality of the local 
law. However, the same city officials are also defending the 
1972 ordinance, saying the law does not prohibit window 
political signs and that the ban makes local campaigns 
affordable to everyone in the city. 

Both are shortsighted explanations and weak defenses for 
a clear violation of the U.S. Constitution. 

The attorney general and courts have issued opinions on 
several occasions in cases such as Rose Mary Miller’s, The 
U.S. Supreme Court has instituted very clear standards - the 
clear-and-present danger test - about when a citizen’s free- 
speech rights might be abridged. 

Election season is not one of those standards. 

Constitutional law is very clear on the illegality of the 
Wayne ordinance. Wayne officials should have dismissed 
any thought of defending such a pointless law, which is coun- 
ter to the innate human freedoms on which our country was 
built. 

To add salt to the open wound of this fiasco, Wayne offi- 
cials have also said the ordinance is a way of “looking out for 
the little guys” in local elections. While we remind these 
officials that election and election-finance reform is not in 
the jurisdiction of a municipality, we cannot help but ques- 
tion the wisdom of such a statement. 

“(The lack of the ordinance) eliminates the little person 
from winning an election. If someone who doesn't have a lot 
of money wants to run for city council, they won’t have a 
chance to win against a person who could afford to have a lot 
of signs put up.” one city official said last week. 

At last glance, public servants were not elected because of 
the number of political signs they erected or the amount of 
money they had in their war chest. Public officials are 
placed into office because of their record, commitment to the 
community and ideals they support. 

Even without signs on every comer, a good candidate - 
whose goals are supported by many - can be elected to the 
Wayne City Council just as quickly as anyone else. True, 
money is a necessary part of politics. But money will never 
assure any candidate a victory. 

Today, we urge Wayne council members to promptly res- 
cind the local political- sign ordinance and end this needless 
legal battle. Not a dime of public tax money should be used to 
pay attorney or legal fees to fund this legal battle, which is a 
threat to public freedoms. 

While we are confident that the Michigan attorney general 
will remind Wayne officials of the unconstitutionality of the 
local ordinance, we hope our electe officials will preserve 
local dignity and image by taking ti * first step. 

“Congress shall make no law . . . abridging the freedom of 
speech.”

Lottery losses 
can be prevented 

In perusing a batch of news- 


letters 


paper clips yesterday, I noticed 
the Sept. 28 column (I7ie Inkster 
Ledger-Star) dealing with the 
woman whose purse containing a 
winning lottery ticket was stplen. 
While there probably is no 
reasonable likelihood that her 
ticket will be returned, you may 
be able to help other readers by 
passing along a bit of advice from 
the Michigan lottery. 

Please, caution them to sign 
the backs of their tickets as soon 
as they are purchased. While 
tickets are technically “bearer 
instruments” - meaning they can 
be redeemed by whoever pre- 
sents them for payment - signing 
the back immediately after 
purchase can offer some mea- 
sure of protection. 

If, for example, John Doe tried 
to redeem a winning ticket bear 
ing the signature of Jane Smith, 
this discrepancy would signal the 
lottery claim center representa- 
tive that something was wrong. 
Or, if a signature were crossed 
out and another added, this, too, 
would be a tip that something is 
wrong. 

An investigation would follow 
and, perhaps, lead to the return of 
the ticket to the original owner. 
At the very least, it would lessen 
the chance of a stolen ticket being 
cashed in by a thief.

We are concerned for the safe- 
ty of all the citizens. We want to 
be able to take walks and go to the 
park without the fear of being 
confronted by one or more of 
these youths. 

Wolverine promises security 
and a large staff. Recently there 
have been several breakouts 
from similar detention facilities. 
We cherish our freedom, and we 
do not want to be deprived of it by 
trying to find theirs. 

Who would want to move into 
our community, knowing that 
such a facility was there? Who 
would want to move out? Who 
would want to build next to it? 


What would happen to our prop- 
erty values? 

Calvary Baptist Church wants 
to sell the property to build a new 
church in Canton. Wolverine 
wants to establish a business in 
our community. Our community 
does not need it. 

We would like to see the church 
building used for the direct be- 
nefit of our community, as 
another church, a senior citizens’ 
center, a day-care center or a 
youth-activities center.

Fred Coleman, athletic 
director at the high school, com 
firmed thal Glover had res- 
igned. lie also praised the 
coach for "a good job of 
coaching under extreme diffi- 
culty / 1 

"The SCC is one of the better 
football leagues in the state/* 
Coleman said. '’Ann Arbor

only one loss this year. Add to 
those formidable opponents 
Ann Arbor Huron and Adrian, 
and you can see that there are 
no easy ones in our league.” 

Coleman said that he was 
sorry to see Glover leave the

Glenn in quarterfinals

Westland John Glenn Foot- 
ball Coach Chuck Gordon 
might consider a career move, 
because the motivational 
speech he gave his Rockets dur- 
ing halftime last Saturday cer- 
tainly worked. 

And there is always a need 
for good speakers on the lec- 
ture circuit, 

Gordon talked his Rockets 
into playing a better second 
half and the result was a come- 
from-behind 13-6 victory over 
Lincoln Park in the first round 
of the state playoffs at John 
Glenn. 

"We felt at halftime that no-

The Rockets came up short 
on a third-down and five play 
from Lincoln Parks 1 40-yard 
line. But Gordon decided to 
gamble early and went for it. 

Lincoln Park rose to the 
occasion and stopped a run by 
Glenn halfback Bryant Satter- 
lee as the visitors won the first 
confrontation. 

They also won the second as 
they took their drive 64 yards to 
the Glenn end zone. Senior John 
Barnes gave Lincoln Park the 
le^d on a 3-yard run. 


Senior Dale Yanick blocked 
the extra point, but Lincoln 
Park led 6-0. 

Following a clip on the kick- 
off. the Rockets were forced to 
start from their own 12-yard 
line. Junior quarterback Eric 
Stover hit Glenn Anderson over 
the middle for a 20-yard gain, 
but a clipping penalty brought 
back a first down run by Stover 
on the next series and the Rock- 
ets were forced to punt. 

The first quarter saw the 
Rockets penalized four times 
including two clips, one holding 
call and a penalty for too many 
men on the field. 

The weather and an aggres- 
sive Lincoln Park defense were 
shutting down the Glenn run- 
ning attack. A steady rain fell 
all afternoon. 

The Rockets 1 special teams 
were also making some costly 
mistakes, as on several occa- 
sions, Glenn didn’t field the 
punts and ended up with poor 
field position, 

"There was some m ^com- 
munication back there which I 
haven't seen this year and sur- 
prised me/* Gordon said. 

But it was a totally different 
story in the second half. In fact, 
the weather was the only thing 
that the two periods had in 
common. 

With a little more than three 
minutes remaining in the third 
quarter, Stover threw a perfect 
pass to receiver Jeff Elkins, 
who outran two Lincoln Park 
defenders for the last 45 yards 
and gave Glenn a 6-6 tie. 

The 70-yard touchdown play 
was the longest pass play for

New Boston Huron's reign as queen of the Huron Conference 
basketball court came to an abrupt end last week. 

Undefeated Grosse lie dethroned the defending champs, 51- 
36, handing Coach Bill Harrison's Chiefs their third conference 
setback in 13 starts* 

A disappointed Harrison, who is stepping down as the Chiefs 
coach at the end of the current season (Read related story on 
Page B-1) said that the Islanders are a deserving heir-apparent 
to the throne his team occupied for the last year, 

‘‘They are an excellent team,’' Harrison said after the de- 
feat, “We knew they had the title going into this one, but what 
we attempted to do, and obviously failed to, was to mar their 
record.” 

Huron apparently left their shooting sights at home. For 16 
minutes of the first half they managed to score a mere nine 
points. And their total output for the first three periods was a 
total of 17 points. 

Unbelievable you say. 

Yep. And Harrison had more than that to say. “They threw 1 a 
1-3-1 zone against us, and we couldn’t do anything against it 
except to turn the ball over. We just didn’t adjust. We played 
their game. Not ours*” 

Obviously the Islanders had a field day. They shot to a 13-4 
lead after the first period, then increased that margin over the 
struggling Chiefs to 27-9 at the half. Incredible as it may sound, 
the champs didn't play the role that evening. 

Except for All-Area guard and All-State candidate Lauri 
Labeau, who continues to carry this team. The fast-moving, 
deceptive guard tossed in 20of her team's 36 points to tie Islander 
Nikki Derrick for individual scoring honors. 

Teammate Janet Hughes was the only other Huron player to 
reach double figures - she added 10. 

Another reason why the game was even closer than it should 
have been (because of the Chiefs pathetic shooting) was for the 
exceptional defense played by Huron's Jenn Gracia, who was; 
matched against the high- scoring Gwen Maurer. Maurer, a dou-i 
ble-figure scorer throughout the entire season, was made in-? 
effective by Gracia's tailgating. 

“Gracia was given the difficult task of stopping Maurer and 
she got the job done/' Harrison said, “Unfortunately, we didn't 
do much offensively*” 

Huron took its frustration out in the next game, whipping 
Monroe Jefferson, 60-33, as Laurel Haener came alive for the 
Chiefs* Haener grabbed eight rebounds and counted 16 points 
as the Chiefs bolted from a 16-10 first period margin to a com- 
fortable 31-17 advantage at half time.

Injured during the first game of the 1988 season, Robichaud 
High sophomore running back Tyrone Wheatley struggled to 
make it back into the lineup.

Increasing costs aren’t only local concerns

The cost of food is always in- 
creasing, That's a given. 

But now the cost of throwing 
away the cartons, wrappers 
and other garbage is on the in- 
crease as well. And the prob- 
lem has county officials con- 
cerned, 

“The wide gap between land- 
fills and the incinerator is nar- 
rowing very fast/' said West- 
land Mayor Charles Griffin. 
“We expect that landfill costs 
will pass incinerators in the 
next couple of years/ 1 

Griffin and the city of West- 
land don't have to worry about 
the increasing costs of landfills 
because they are part of the 


county incinerator program. 

The same holds true for the 
cities of Wayne and Inkster 

But for communities like 
Romulus, Belleville, Van 
Buren and Canton it's a real 
problem. 

"Our contractor has in- 
creased our solid waste cost 
twice during the past six 
months because he is being 
charged more by the landfill 
owners/' said Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally. 

“It s a real dilemma and we 
are going to have to do some 
very serious planning/ 1 

The costs increased more 
than 33 percent in Belleville 
from 1987 to 1988, according to 
City Manager Bob Herron, 

“In September 1987, we were 


paying $2,000 a month and in 
September 1988 we paid $3,700 
a month/ 1 Herron said. 

Belleville officials didn't see 
an increase this year, but Her- 
ron expects another big jump 
in 1989. 

The reason for the increase is 
obvious. 

The current operating land- 
fills are running out of space 
and most communities aren’t 
lining up to have one started in 
their town. 

“Landfills are like prisons/' 
McAnally said, “Everyone 
knows they are needed but no 
one wants one in their com- 
munity. People say, ‘we need 
more landfills, but don’t put 
one around here' and that’s a 
real problem/' 


Ed Delhagen, waste man- 
agement director for Van 
Buren township, is one of those 
people. 

“We have shouldered our re- 
sponsibility with the Wayne 
Disposal for the past 20 years, 
and it's time that the responsi- 
bility shifts to other communi- 
ties/' Deilhagen said. 

Although Van Buren has a 
contract with Waste Disposal 
until it closes, there have been 
rumors of an early closing for 
the landfill. 

And Delhagen isn't about to 
wait until that happens. 

“We are trying to address the 
issue right now, 1 ' he said, 

“A way to improve the situa- 
tion is through a strong recycl- 
ing mandate and seriously 


looking at a recycle and com- 
post program. 

“The idea is that current 
landfills have limited capacity 
and the more we can pull out 
the longer they will be 
around/’ 

But Delhagen also wants con- 
cessions from businesses and 
local corporations. 

“The current plan doesn't 
address commercial or indust- 
rial w r aste and that accounts for 
more than 60 percent of the 
solid waste/ 1 he said. 

“If residents are being asked 
to make cuts, then they should 
also.” 

McAnnally, who agrees that 
recycling would help, realizes 
it isn’t the final answer, but she 
isn't about to jump on the “in- 
cinerator bandwagon/ 1 


“They (incinerators) may be 
the final answer for some of it, 
but last summer made me a 
real believer in the problems 
with the ozone layer,” she said. 

“Recycling and composting 
would save us in the long run, A 
good deal of the waste is wood 
and leaves.” 

In Belleville, a leaf pickup 
program was initiated this 
year and, according to Herron, 
it's been successful, 

“I think we will see a 10 per* 
cent reduction because of it/* 
he said. 4 * 1 1 was an ex- 
perimental program this year, 
but I think we will look into it 
for next year/* 

But Herron, McAnally, De- 
lhagen and everyone else in- 
volved, agrees that recycling 
alone won’t solve the problem.

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The Death of Tradition? 


‘Atypical’ burials 
aren’t so unusual

Death and funerals are subjects 
most people avoid. But both are 
traditions that cannot be avoided 
forever. 

Nor are these “traditions” 
observed by everyone. 

Most people are familiar with the 
traditional graveside ceremony. 
Family and friends gather for a 
brief prayer and eulogy. The casket 
is lowered in the ground, into a vault, 
and the hole is covered with dirt. 

A solemn marker bearing the de- 
ceased’s name is placed at the head 
of the grave. Family members 
make frequent visits there to place 
flowers on the marker. 

While it is this type of ceremony 
with which most Anglo-Saxons are 
familiar, it is not the only type ser- 
vice performed in the area. Several 
cemeteries and funeral homes in the 
area support the beliefs of other 
ethnic groups, allowing them to 
choose the type of ceremony they 
want, regardless of how far it is from 
the typical American * ‘tradition.” 

Cremation is becoming a more 
familiar way of handling the dead. It 
involves the burning of the body.

Or the remains may be returned to 
the family members, who might 
sprinkle them in the rose garden or 
over the Grand Canyon. Various 
permits may be required to dispose 
of remains in this fashion. 

Burial in a mausoleum is also be- 
coming more popular. 

“It’s less expensive, and people 
don’t have to go through the emo- 
tions that come when the body of a 
loved one is lowered into the 
ground/’ Wensley said. 

While mausoleums and crema- 
tions are still outside the norm, both 
are becoming more accepted by the 


Gardens, thinks cremation is the 
wave of the future, 

“We perform 15 cremation s a week 
here/* Wensley said. “Because 
ground is becoming more scarce, it 
will probably overtake traditional bu- 
rial.” 

It takes two to three hours to cre- 
mate a body. The next step is left to 
the family. 

Cremated remains can be placed 
in a small urn and buried in the 
ground. The smaller plot for cre- 
mated remains cost about $50, 
Wensley said. A small nameplate 
can be placed on the grave at a cost 
much less than the “traditional” 
headstone. 


general population. 

Some ethic groups, however, pre- 
fer to bury their dead in ceremonies 
which may seem unusual to even the 
most liberal Americans. 

One ethnic group, for example, 
accepts cremation, but insists that 
family members be present during 
the cremation. Sometimes, a cere- 
mony is conducted in the crematory , 
Wensley said. 

Other groups don’t believe in cas- 
kets. Members of this group usually 
buy the caskets because the funeral 
director insists and* then, take the 
body out of the casket at the cemet- 
ery, Wensley said. 

Another group buries the body in 
the casket* but, before burial, per- 
forms a sacred ritual. 

“They place the body so it is facing 
east, Mecca,” Wensley said. “They 
pour dirt and water over the body 
and, then, close the casket and throw 
the dirt on top.” 

It is becoming more acceptable 
for family members to stay behind 
and help cover the grave with dirt, 
Wensley said. 

Officials at United Memorial Gar- 
dens have even allowed one ethnic 
group to bury without a casket or 
vault. The body, Wensley said, was 
placed directly in the ground, co- 
vered with a white sheet and, then, 
coated with honey and dirt.

Tradition: American norm has purpose, psychologists say

“Funerals are for the living, 
not the dead/’ is the opinion of 
a psychotherapist who pro- 
vides berevement counseling. 

“The funeral helps to make 
the loss a reality for the survi- 
vors/' said Roger Dallwig, 
director of Her Place/His 
Place Counseling Center. “It is 
important for the survivors to 
view the body of the deceased. 
It helps to bring home the real- 
ity and finality of the death.” 

Dallwig does not believe it is 
important whether or not the 
casket is open, as long as the 
families and friends of the de- 
ceased have an opportunity to 
see the body at some time. 

“The funeral service itself

helps to place us in the context 
of the community. It helps us to 
realize that we are not alone - 
we are not isolated indi- 
viduals*' 1 Dallwig said. “The 
funeral helps us to understand 
that the person who died and 
also our own lives exist in the 


framework of a larger com- 
munity. 

“In addition, the funeral pro- 
vides a support network. It 
gives people an opportunity to 
share in the loss, and it brings 
people together in an appropri 
ate setting to express their 
grief and sorrow and to offer 
their sympathy and help*” 
Dallwig said- 

“The service also gives peo- 
ple a time to remember and to 
reflect on the life of the person 
who has died. It gives the mour- 
ners an opportunity to express 
their loss and to personalize 
and actualize the death and 
what it means to them,” the 
counseling center director 
said. 

“In a religious context, the 


service tells us that even 
though the body has died, the 
person still lives/ 1 Dallwig 
said . 

While Dallwig believes it is 
important to make arrange- 
ments which follow ethnic, 
cultural and family traditions, 
he does not feel that it is 
appropriate “to go overboard” 
or to use the funeral as a vehi- 
cle for impressing others. 

Carolyn Chapin, a psycholog- 
ist with a private practice in 
Belleville, sees the traditional 
funeral as a means of helping 
the family and friends of the de- 
ceased to accept the death as a 
reality. 

“The funeral provides an 
opportunity to commemorate 
the life of the person/’ Chapin 


said, “and it allows the living to 
see that the person was cared 
about.” 

Chapin recalled that, at one 
point in her life, she did not be- 
lieve it was appropriate to have 
an open casket at a funeral 
home. However, after the death 
of her father in another city, she 
realized that by viewing the 
open casket, she was able to 
accept the fact that the death 
had really occurred. 

“If we don’t have some way of 
accepting the death, then we 
will be looking back and asking 
ourselves* ‘what if it didn't hap- 
pen?” Chapin said. “We have to 
find a way to accept the death as 
a reality - to understand that it 
really happened,” 

The psychologist believes it is 
important for individuals to car- 
ry on the traditions that are im- 


portant to their own cultures 
and ethnic heritages, and also to 
accept the way that other people 
deal with their grief. 

“For example* I was sur- 
prised to learn that some people 
take pictures of the deceased. 
However, if it is important for 
the survivors to complete their 
record of the progression of the 
person - from infant pictures to 
photographs of them after death 
- then it is appropriate for them 
to do that,” Chapin said. 

In some cultures* the psycho- 
logist said, people are remem- 
bered and talked about after 
their deaths. In other cultures, 
there is no mention of those who 
have died. Each tradition is 
looked upon as inappropriate by 
the other group, but is appropri- 
ate within the framework of 
each culture.

Another example of the non- 
traditional burial ceremony is 
that of the African belief. 

'"They came in traditional 
masks and with drums and per- 
formed their bunal ceremony/* 
Wensley said 

Some families select casket 
bearers to carry the casket 
from the cemetery gates to the 
grave site. One family released 
balloons after the graveside 
ceremony. 

Wensley and United Memo- 
rial Gardens also provide some 
“unique funerals for unique peo- 
ple.' ' One area of the cemetery 
is reserved for the cremated re- 
mains of people who donate 
their body to science at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. An area is 
also reserved for the cremated 
remains of stillborn infants and 
miscarried fetuses from St. 
Joseph hospital. 

“Hospitals used to just throw 
them in the incinerators or force 
parents to make arrangements 
right away/* Wensley said. “We 
cremate them here and mark 


them so, if parents do want to 
have their own funeral, they can 
claim them. 

"No matter which (burial) 
method you choose, there 
should always be a physical 
place where loved ones can go 
and pay their respects and 
where family historians can go 
to trace family history/* Wens- 
ley said 

Facts and fallacies 

Cemeteries and funerals re- 
main a mystery to many And, 
whether the funeral will be tra- 
ditional or not* a variety of ques- 
tions remain for those planning 
the event. 

Here are answers to a few of 
those questions, 

• It takes two to three hours to 
cremate a body. 

• Bodies must be buried in 
some type of a container, but a 
casket is not necessary. 

• If a casket is used, a vault 
must also be used. 

• Some people buy caskets so 
the body can be viewed by fami- 
ly and friends and then have the 
casket cremated along with the 
body. 


• A 2-foot-square burial plot 
can be puxeased for cremated 
remains for about $50. 

» Cremated remains can be 
buried on a family plot, in the 
exact location of a traditional 
grave, because the hole does not 
have to be deep. 

• A magnet is used after 
cremations to remove all metal, 
such as pins in bones and metal 
hip replacements, 

• Cremated remains are Tun- 
neled through a garbage dispos- 
al-type machine to break all of 
the bone fragments into a 
gravel-type material. 

• No funeral director can 
guarantee a water-tight vault. 
All vaults are likely to leak. 

• Mausoleums are guaran- 
teed to be water-tight* 

• More people die in the win- 
ter, so a large machine is used to 
thaw the ground for burial. 

• The funeral director must be 
present at every burial, 

• Cremations mean less profit 
for the funeral director, 

• A cemetery owner can also 
operate a crematory. But it is 
illegal for him to own a funeral 
home. 

• Cremated remains can be 
scattered anywhere.

Anyone not living under a 
rock for the past few weeks has 
seen the obscene displays in the 
major department stores prom- 
oting Christmas, While I don't 
mean to be a grinch, the sight of 
holly and wreaths before 
Sweetest Day seems a bit prem- 
ature to me But then, what do 1 
know? 

It is true, however, that the 
holidays are just around the cor- 
ner. This is, after all, November 
and Thanksgiving will soon be 
here. And if Thanksgiving is 
approaching, can Christmas be 
far behind? Bah, humbug. 

Christmas actually is one of 
my favorite times, although to 
many it is very depressing ...all 
that pressure to have a good 
time and be festive can really 
get on your nerves. Me, well 1 
long ago developed a sure fire 
cure for the holiday blues. I cook 
myself into a stupor. I really do. 
Our first Thanksgiving 
together, my husband 
threatened to go out on the 
street and invite passing motor- 
ists in to eat the 24-pound turkey 
I prepared for the two of us. I 
have cut back, however. Last 
year the turkey was only 17 
pounds or so. The dog loved it. 

With ail these leftovers, I did 
have to learn to be inventive. I 
admit, though, that when I first 
heard about putting cold 
mashed potatoes into a cake, 1 
was somewhat skeptical. I tried 
it, rather begrudgingly I admit, 
and was amazed at the results. 
This is a wonderful cake. It’s 
rich and delectable and the 
fudge sauce is terrific on ice 
cream or fresh pineapple. 

Don’t laugh when you read it. 
Clip this out and when you are 
faced with that bowl of leftover 
mashed potatoes at the end of 
the Thanksgiving festivities, 
give this a try. You T il be amazed 
at the results. 

Chocolate potato cake 
with fudge sauce 

4 eggs, separated 
2 cups sugar 
1 cup butter 
1/2 cup milk 
1 cup chopped walnuts 
1 cup powdered cocoa 

1 cup cold mashed potatoes 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon allspice 

2 cups unsifted all-purpose 
flour 

4 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Set egg whites aside. Beat egg 
yolks until light and lemon- 
colored. Add remaining ingre- 
dients (except egg whites) in 
order given, blending thoroughly. 
Beat egg whites until stiff but not 
dry. Fold into batter mixture. 
Butter and flour a 9 by 13-inch 
cake pan. Pour in batter and bake 
for 35 to 40 minutes. Cake is done 
when a toothpick inserted in cen- 
ter comes out clean. Remove 
from pan and cool. 

Fudge sauce 

3 ounces unsweetened choco- 
late 

1 cup brown sugar, packed 
1/2 cup light com syrup 

4 tablespoons butter 
1 cup heavy cream 

1 tablespoon vanilla extract or 
rum 

Melt chocolate in the top of a 
double boiler over barely sim- 
mering water. Stir in sugar, com 
syrup and butter. Simmer, sir- 
ring occasionally, for 30 minutes. 
Beat in heavy cream and cook for 
another 10 minutes. Remove 
from heat and stir in vanilla ex- 
tract. Allow to cool before spoon- 
ing over cake.

Since the day Frances Stapleton’s 
mother showed her the collection of 
gadgets and utensils in the kitchen, she 
has been in love with cooking. 

Stapleton was 10 years old that day, 
and she learned by watching her 
mother’s skillful hand. Now, the Hag- 
gerty School teacher has passed her 
affinity for cooking on to her two 
daughters. 

Stapleton prepares all of the desserts 
for her oldest daughter's Ann Arbor- 
based catering business, Just Parties 
Inc. Her other daughter manages an 
Ann Arbor restaurant, between taking 
classes, 

“The entire family is into food/’ Sta- 
pleton said. 

Eventually, the skillful cook would 
like to turn her family secrets into a 
business. 

Meanwhile, Stapleton enjoys her 
cooking for the catering business, 
which keeps her busy approximately 1 2 
hours each month. 

“My daughter likes to do the gour- 
met part. I enjoy the baking,” Staple- 
ton said. “I’m not afraid to try different 
desserts,” she continued, referring to 
newly developed recipes, such as 
chocolate-covered candy. 

Since Stapleton’s daughter sets a 
theme for each party she caters, Mom 
has many opportunities to experiment. 

Once a recipe is in Stapleton’s hands, 
it takes on a whole new character. She 
never follows instructions word for 
word but throws in her own ideas. 
Many of the dishes she makes at home 
reflect her Southern background. 

“ My family pride is my Southern 
fried chicken,” Stapleton said 

Sometimes* she enjoys ex- 
perimenting with more extravagant 
dishes. The challenging recipes of Bon 
Apetite are popular sources for Staple- 


f tablespoon dijon mustard 

1/2 cup red wine vinegar 

3/4 cup coarsley chopped fresh basil 

leaves 

Salt and freshly ground pepper to 


1 cup premium oUve oil 
1/2 cup walnut pieces 
Fresh garlic, 1 or 2 doves 
Dash of garlic powder

Combine mustard, vinegar and basil in 
a bowl for the food processor.

But, regardless of the dish she is pre- 
paring, Stapleton always finds plea- 
sure in cooking. 

“It’s relaxing* a hobby,” she said. 
“Cooking is an opportunity to prepare 
something that will please others.” 

Below are some of Stapleton’s favo- 
rite recipes. The first, Kentucky bur- 
goo, is simular to porridge in texture 
and is ideal for cold winter days. 


4 chicken breasts, boned and pounded 
thin 

Flour for dredging 
6 tablespoons unsatted butter 


Dredge chicken breast in flour. Melt 
butter in a saute pan. Brown chicken 
breasts on both sides (about 3 minutes on 
each side). Remove chicken from pan to a 
warm dish or casserole. Keep warm* but 
take care not to dry out. Over low heat* 
add to remaining butter in saute pan } /2 
cup white wine, freshly squeezed lemon 
juice from 2 lemons and 4 tablespoons 
capers. Let sizzle and cook about 3 mi- 
nutes, scraping up any bits of chicken that 
may cling to the pan. Pour sauce over 
chicken and serve garnished with but- 
tered carrots, oregano zucchini and fried 
eggplant sticks. Serves 4.

Seniors are returning 
to educational setting 


S ome people think educa- 
tion ends after high 
school. Others believe it 
ends after college. But 
several local senior citizens and one 
college official believe both ideas are 
untrue. 

Interest in educational activities 
and enrollment in college classes 
have increased in recent years, 
according to Dr. Maurice Geary, 
director of student services at the 
local campus of Wayne County Com- 
munity College. 

One reason for the increased en- 
rollment could be the fact that local 
seniors can take courses at WCCC 
without charge, except for expenses 
of books, Geary said. But seniors are 
also becoming more interested in 
learning and keeping current with 
events in the world, he said. 

"I think the continuing education 
for them is great. Some of them 
come back and have bachelor's and 
master's degrees, and they want to 
learn more about a particular sub- 
ject,’ * Geary said. “The seniors who 
come in are just curious and want to 
keep up with things and know what T s 
going on.* 1 

The most popular class among 
seniors, Geary said, appears to be 
ceramics. However, electronics, En- 
glish literature, technical classes and 
computer courses are also very 
popular. 

Out of approximately 700 students 
at the WCCC Western Campus, in 


Van Buren Township, almost 10 per- 
cent of the students are seniors, Ge- 
ary said. 

“The ones I know, I respect very 
much because they bring a whole 
background of subjects to the class/ 1 
Geary said. 

Alex McNab, a senior and retiree 
at the Westland Friendship Center, in 
Westland, is not interested in return- 
ing to school. But he supports the 
idea of educational opportunities for 
seniors. 

“I'm not interested in going to 
school again. I*ve been retired eight 
years, and Fm enjoying my freedom 
and traveling a lot/ 1 McNab said. 

"It s good for some people to go 
back. It might help to make them a 
better citizen. But I feel I've had 
enough education. 1 * 

Marjorie Frazier, director of Inks- 
ter Comprehensive Service Program 
for the Elderly, said continuing 
education is beneficial to all seniors 
who participate. 

"I think it*s a good idea and a 
challenge for them. I have found 
there has been changing interest in 
the seniors* attitudes about educa- 
tion/’ Frazier said. “I think con- 
tinuing education will be a big thing 
everywhere and for all age groups 
within the next couple of years/ 1 

One senior who believes working 
again after retirement is beneficial is 
Jim Smith, a Kroger worker and 
regular visitor at the Westland 
Friendship Center. ■

SENIOR CENTERS 

From classes to meals, 
activity is watchword

F or many elderly people, a 
senior citizens 1 center is 
like a second home. 

The centers offer com- 
fort and relaxation in a non- stressful 
atmosphere, as well as educational 
activities and social hours. The cen- 
ters are also a home for friendship 
and a new sense of family, according 
to local senior-center directors. 

At the Westland Friendship Center, 
in Westland, seniors are treated with 
care and open arms, according to 
Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek, director. 

“We bring them into a positive 
atmosphere to get them motivated 
and feel wanted, needed and useful 
and let them choose the things they 
want to do T " she said. "This center is 
the focal point and identifying link 
which provides programs, services, 
social and educational activities for 
the seniors to meet their needs, ” 
Many seniors visit the centers to 
renew old friendships or start new 
ones, according to Marjorie Frazier, 
director of the Inkster Comprehen- 
sive Service Program, Many seniors 
are simply inclined to leave the 
house and socialize with others in 
their age group. 

“I believe they go out to the cen- 
ters because of friendships. They 


also like to get involved in the va- 
rious projects and activities. They 
really enjoy being together.” Frazier 
said. "There's so much loneliness 
out there, and they like to go to the 
centers to escape that loneliness.” 

Each day, area seniors prove un- 
true the traditional stereotypes of 
senior centers, by participating in the 
various educational classes offered. 
Many centers offer post high-school 
learning opportunities for those 
wishing to continue in education. Lei- 
sure classes, such as ceramics, exer- 
cise courses and crafts workshops, 
are also offered - without course 
credit. 

The meal ticket is another impor- 
tant function of the centers. Lunches 
offered at most area centers are free 
to seniors, but a donation is accepted. 

Shut-ins can take advantage of the 
meals service through the meals-on- 
wheels programs, coordinated at the 
local centers. 

Health services, such as cholester- 
ol and blood- pressure screenings, are 
also offered on a regular basis. 

What follows is a list of the senior 
citizens" centers in the western 
Wayne County area, hours of opera- 
tion and services offered.

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Everyone is a winner in the Senior Olympics

the Olympics games have 

ended. 

Or so said the participants of the 
Senior Olympics, staged Oct. 6 at 
Madonna College* in Livonia. 

The third annual event, sponsored 
by International Health Care Man- 
agement Inc,, featured more than 80 
senior Olympic athletes competing in 
a variety of sporting events, accord- 
ing to Sara Birdsall, International 
Health Care Management Inc. 
spokesperson. Some of the matches 
included basketball, horseshoes, shot 
put, bowling, 50-foot dash and the 
team relay. 

The event featured athletes from 
16 area nursing care centers and 
attracted more than 300 spectators. 
Local nursing centers participating 
included in the Middlebelt-Hope 
Nursing Care Center, in Westland, 
and the Van Buren Nursing Care 
Center, in Belleville. 

The training for the Olympics, 
Birdsall said, was a lengthy process. 

“The people trained for the events 
a few months before during their 
normal activities they would partici- 
pate in,'* she said. "Each nursing 
center holds an individual prelimin- 
ary Olympics, and winners from that 
are sent to the final Olympics at 
Madonna.’* 


Three years ago, when the first 
local senior Olympic games were 
staged, only five facilities partici- 
pated in the event. This year and 
last, however. 16 centers participated 
and sent winning athletes. 

The seniors, Birdsall said, were ail 
in good shape, and each individual 
was required to participate in a 
wheelchair, whether he or sh re- 
quired one or not. 


"They are all mobile. They're not 
in 100-percent health, but they're not 
bed-ridden. They are all basically 
healthy. In fact, we even had about a 
dozen senior cheerleaders cheering 
the people on. 

"The seniors were very serious in 
the competitions. They got really 
psyched up about it. I even saw 
some people get a little depressed if 
they didn’t do as well as they thought 


they could,' 1 Birdsall continued 

Walking away with top honors at 
the competition were several seniors 
from Middlebelt-Hope Nursing Cen- 
ter, in Westland, according to Marie 
Johnson, activities director. In all, 
two gold medals and two silvers 
were won by residents of the nursing 
center The participants were 
ecstatic, 

"They thought it was wonderful. 

We had a band and parade there for 
them, and it was done very profes- 
sionally. They were impressed, and it 
made them feel pretty good inside," 
Johnson said. "The band being there 
gave it the spirit of the real Olym- 
pics, and it was a big motivator.” 

The senior event is slated again 
next year, and, Birdsall said, many 
seniors are already gearing up for 
the competition. 

But, before the events of next year 
begin, the senior participants this 
year are basking in their glory. 

Medals were presented to each 
participant, whether they won an 
event or not, 

"They wear those medals all 
around for a long time afterward. 
They are proud of what they've 
done," Birdsall said. 

One 90-year-old lady, Birdsall said, 
turned around to her daughter, after 
winning an event, and said, "Can you 
believe it? I m 90-years-old, and I’ve 
won a gold,"
